ENGRAM: A mental image picture of an ex- 
perience containing pain, unconsciousness, and 
a real or fancied threat to survival. 
EXTERIORIZATION: The state of a thetan 
being outside his body. When this is done, 
the person achieves a certainty that he is him- 
self and not his body. 

FLAG: The Flagship of the Sea Organization, 
the management arm of Scientology. Home of 
L. Ron Hubbard. 

FREE NEEDLE (ionns Needle, F/N): Mani- 
festation of the E-Meter indicating the pc has 
reached a state of Release. A free needle moves 
in an idle uninfluenced motion. 

FSM: Field Staff Member, one who selects his 
friends for Scientology services. 

GRADE: One of the eight states of Release for 
a preciear. 

HASI: Hubbard Association of Scientologists 
International. 

HAVINGNESS: The concept of being able to 


reach. 
PCOB: Hubbard Communications Office Bulle-

HDC: Hubbard Dianetic Counselor. 

KEYIN: The moment an earlier upset or painful 
incident has been restimulated.

(given a certain stimulus, it gives a certain re- 
sponse) which is not under his volitional control 
and which exerts force and power of command 
over his awareness, purposes, thoughts, body and 
actions. 
RELEASE: A distinct and definite step toward 
greater levels of awareness and ability 
RUDIMENT: First principle, stage, step or 
condition. 
R6 BANK: The section of the Reactive Mind 
handled above Grade VI. 
SAINT HILL: After Saint Hill in England. a 
Scientology Church which delivers Power Pro 
cessing and higher levels of training. 
SCIENTOLOGY: An applied religious philoso 
phy, dealing with the study of knowledge, 
which, through the application of its techno 
logy, can bring about desirable changes in the 
conditions of life. 
SECONDARIES: Mental Image pictures con 
taining misemotion (encysted grief, apathy, 
anger, etc.) and a real or imagined loss. They 
contain no pain; they are moments of shock 
and stress depending for their force on earlier 
engrams. 
SHSBC: Saint Hill Special Briefing Cours 
SOLO AUDITING: Auditing of oneself after 
appropriate training to reach Grade VI and Clear. 
SUPER-LITERATE: One who has the ability to 
comfortably and quickly take data and be able 
toapply it. Attained by Primary Rundown 
completion. 
TECH or TECHNOLOGY: The methods of 
application of an art as opposed to mere know 
ledge of it 
THETAN: The person himself—not his body 
or name, the physical universe, his mind, or any 
thing else, that which is aware of being aware, 
the identity that IS the individual 
TRACK: The time track, consecutive mental 
image pictures or facsimiles recording the con 
secutive moments of ‘now’ through which the 
individual has lived. 
UPTONE: To a higher level on a “Tone™ scale 
measuring various factors of emotion, behavior 
and thought. (See Science of Survival by L 
Ron Hubbard.) 
WORD CLEARING: A precise activity which 
locates and clarifies misunderstood words and 
symbols in the materials one is studying or has 
studied.

Third: Stage pulls the tiger’s ability to para- 
lyze one’s wits. In effect Third Stage removes 
impediments to one’s ability to know. The tiger, 
though now minus whiskers, sneer, temper, front 
claws, and the ability to paralyze is still about.

His long confinement led him 
widely in psychology and related fields. 
intense, soft-spoken founder of Narconon des 
his feelings about finding Scientology: “For 19 
I tried to get off of narcotics. My failure wasn’t 
e to my not wanting to, because believe me | really 
tried, I studied anything and everything I could get my 
hands on to try to find out about myself. I even under- 
went psychiatric aid and participated in all sorts of pro- 
grams, but as time went on I knew less about myself in- 
Stead of more. The only thing that kept me from putting 
a gun to my head was that I knew someday | would make 
it. It was a straw~ but I clung to it. 

“On my last trip to Arizona State Prison, I was tried 
as a habitual criminal, whichcarriesa mandatory sentence 
of 15 years to life, of which I received 15 to 16 years. 

“I've always been a fighter but at this point I began 
to wonder if maybe I shouldn't end it all. Then one day 
a friend gave me a small 65 page Scientology booklet, 
Fundamentals of Thought, by L. Ron Hubbard. I figured 
I might as well read this one, I'd read all of the other 
‘ologies." 

“It was then that it happened. I thought to myself, 
‘Wow, this man has said more in this one booklet than 
all the authorities have said in all the texts that I've read.’ 
Nothing was written about drugs or law . . . yet right 
then I knew that I was on my wav to freedom from 
drugs and freedom from prison. Incidentally, after | 
established Narconon, | found that my sentence was 
illegal and the courts released me. 

“All this happened because I located a technology 
which allowed me to step into CAUSE.” 

Within the walls of the Arizona State Penitentiary, 
on February 19, 1966, 20 addicts united together in 
their quest for total freedom from their life-long ad- 
dictions. 

The group began a correspondence with the Church 
of Scientology on the outside. Using the technology and 
discoveries of L. Ron Hubbard, with some help from 
trained Scientologists from outside the prison, the in- 
mates of NARCONON embarked upon one of the most 
significant contributions this century has seen. 

In 1969, Arthur Maren, then Deputy Guardian for the 
Western U.S., became aware of the program and met with 
Willie Benitez. Through tremendous Church support, in 
materials and public relations, he set out to put Narco- 
non on the map. During 1969 and 1970, the program 
began to grow by leaps due to its incredible results, and 
Lt. Col, Mark Jones, USMC (Ret.), a Class VIII Auditor, 
was appointed Director of Narconon for the U.S. Artie, 
also a Class VIII, continues to guide and support the pro- 
gram as Supervisor for Narconon in the U.S 

The demand for the Narconon program began to in 
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crease rapidly. A second program was set up in the 
Institute for Education and Rehabilitation in the Arizona 
State Penitentiary. Since the beginning of the Arizona 
State program, over 100 inmates who participated in the 
program have been released, and 86% of these have never

WHAT DOES NARCONON DO? 

Narconon now consists of a series of exercises or 
courses, For each, there are short lectures coveri 
the peen then study of the actual procedure, 
finally extensive practical application of the exercises 
Each exercise enables the individual to develop a new 
skill in handling himself and life more successfully by 
becoming more at CAUSE rather than at effect. 

Often when a person first talks to a Narconon super- 
visor he communicates how he has been the effect of 
life and victimized—“I am here in this condition because 
my parents never understood me, then the teachers 
gave me a bad time, then the cops, now the guards..." 
After 8 to 10 classes, the student can begin to see what 
he has done, and so begins to know he can do something 
to change his life for the better. 

“The first step in handling anything is gaining the 
ability to face it." L. Ron Hubbard. 

The first exercise (Training Routine 0) enables the 
individual to keep his attention on the activity or person 
at hand, to face up to it, and become willing to ex- 
perience another person’s thoughts, emotions or reac 
tions, whatever they are. 

The second set of exercises enables the individual to 
communicate with others, and the third to complete 
what he starts in life and carry through his intentions. 
(Training Routines 1-4, 6-9) 

The fourth series of exercises is designed to enable 
him to get his attention into his present time environ 
ment. As drug users have had their attention gradiently 
dispersed into the past and fantasy, they have become 
decreasingly aware of their environment as it exists NOW, 
When this happens, the brightness of their universes 
fades to a dull gray, and a feeling of vitality is re- 
placed by a heavy woodenness. These objective exer- 
cises and destimulative recall exercises retucn colorand 
life to the individual. d 

Next the student does the Student Hat Course, which 
greatly increases his ability to study. The following 
course is 4 course on ethics, enabling the individual to 
develop a sense of personal integrity and ethical be 
havior. He learns the basic principle of economics- the 
necessity for exchange of something one has created or 
produced to receive something in return. He also learns 
to apply for and get a job 

The end result is an ability to make things go rightin 
life. In California, over 95% of participants who have 
been released throughout the state have had no further 
involvement with the correction system 

The “New Life” community programs of Narconon 
utilize the same course approach and additionally offer 
the Hubbard Standard Dianetics Course, Inmates who 
are released may continue with the Narconon program 
where they left off as well as have a bridge toward thei!
